London, Dec. 16.—Four German warships today, shelled 


the British ports of Hartlepool and Scarborough on the North 
Sea. British warships were sent out to repel the invaders and, 
a naval engagement i» now taking place. The Admiralty made 
this announcement through the government press bureau: 
"German movements of some importance are taking place in 
the North Sea this morning. 
Scarborough and Hartlepool 


have been shelled. Our flotilla being engaged with the enemy 
at various points. The situation is developing." 


In carrying out the long expected German attack was the 


first time that the British coast has been attacked since the 
American foray into English waters. Hartlepool lies in Dur- 
ham, between 220 and 225 miles north of London, just at the 
mouth of the River Teese. 
Scarborough lies in Yorkshire, 


i about 45 miles down the coast in a southeasterly direction 
from Hartlepool. 


A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Hull says that one of the 


first of the German shells fired against Scarborough struck 
St. Martin's church and tore a great hole in the edifice. An- 
other church was struck and ruined. 


The war office issued the following statement at 5.45 this 


afternoon. The commander of the fortress at West Hartlepool 
says the Germans made their attack from 8 to 9 o'clock. The 
enemy was driven off. A small German vessel opened fire on 
Scarborough 
and Whitby. 
Whitby is eighteen miles from
